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“SEC. 6201. DEFINITIONS.
“In this subtitle:

‘(1) INDIAN TRIBE.—The term ‘Indian tribe’ has the
meaning given the term in section 4 of the Indian
Self-Determination and Education Assistance Act (25
U.S.C. 450b).

‘(2) LIVESTOCK.—The term ‘livestock’ means cattle,
swine, horses, mules, sheep, goats, livestock guard
animals, and other domestic animals, as determined
by the Secretary.

‘(3) PROGRAM.—The term ‘program’ means the dem-
onstration program established under section 6202(a).

‘“(4) SECRETARIES.—The term ‘Secretaries’ means
the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of Ag-
riculture, acting jointly.

“SEC. 6202. WOLF COMPENSATION AND PREVEN-

TION PROGRAM.

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretaries shall establish a 5-
year demonstration program to provide grants to
States and Indian tribes—

‘(1) to assist livestock producers in undertaking
proactive, non-lethal activities to reduce the risk of
livestock loss due to predation by wolves; and

‘“(2) to compensate livestock producers for live-
stock losses due to such predation.

‘“(b) CRITERIA AND REQUIREMENTS.—The Secretaries
shall—

‘(1) establish criteria and requirements to imple-
ment the program; and

‘(2) when promulgating regulations to implement
the program under paragraph (1), consult with States
that have implemented State programs that provide
assistance to—

‘“(A) livestock producers to undertake proactive
activities to reduce the risk of livestock loss due to
predation by wolves; or

“(B) provide compensation to livestock producers
for livestock losses due to such predation.

‘(¢) ELIGIBILITY.—To be eligible to receive a grant
under subsection (a), a State or Indian tribe shall—

‘(1) designate an appropriate agency of the State or
Indian tribe to administer the 1 or more programs
funded by the grant;

‘“(2) establish 1 or more accounts to receive grant
funds;

“(3) maintain files of all claims received under pro-
grams funded by the grant, including supporting doc-
umentation;

‘“(4) submit to the Secretary—

‘“(A) annual reports that include—

“(1) a summary of claims and expenditures
under the program during the year; and

‘“(i1) a description of any action taken on the
claims; and

‘“(B) such other reports as the Secretary may re-
quire to assist the Secretary in determining the ef-
fectiveness of activities provided assistance under
this section; and
‘“(5) promulgate rules for reimbursing livestock

producers under the program.

“(d) ALLOCATION OF FUNDING.—The Secretaries shall
allocate funding made available to carry out this sub-
title—

‘(1) equally between the uses identified in para-
graphs (1) and (2) of subsection (a); and

‘“(2) among States and Indian tribes based on—

‘“(A) the level of livestock predation in the State
or on the land owned by, or held in trust for the
benefit of, the Indian tribe;

‘“(B) whether the State or Indian tribe is located
in a geographical area that is at high risk for live-
stock predation; or

‘(C) any other factors that the Secretaries deter-
mine are appropriate.

‘‘(e) ELIGIBLE LAND.—Activities and losses described
in subsection (a) may occur on Federal, State, or pri-
vate land, or land owned by, or held in trust for the
benefit of, an Indian tribe.

‘(f) FEDERAL COST SHARE.—The Federal share of the
cost of any activity provided assistance made available
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under this subtitle shall not exceed 50 percent of the

total cost of the activity.

“SEC. 6203. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.
“There is authorized to be appropriated to carry out

this subtitle $1,000,000 for fiscal year 2009 and each fis-

cal year thereafter.”

§426b. Authorization of expenditures for the
eradication and control of predatory and

The Secretary of Agriculture is authorized to
make such expenditures for equipment, supplies,
and materials, including the employment of per-
sons and means in the District of Columbia and
elsewhere, and to employ such means as may be
necessary to execute the functions imposed upon
him by section 426 of this title.

§426¢. Control of nuisance mammals and birds
and those constituting reservoirs of zoonotic
diseases; exception

On and after December 22, 1987, the Secretary
of Agriculture is authorized, except for urban
rodent control, to conduct activities and to
enter into agreements with States, local juris-
dictions, individuals, and public and private
agencies, organizations, and institutions in the
control of nuisance mammals and birds and
those mammal and bird species that are res-
ervoirs for zoonotic diseases, and to deposit any
money collected under any such agreement into
the appropriation accounts that incur the costs
to be available immediately and to remain
available until expended for Animal Damage
Control activities.

§426d. Expenditures for cooperative agreements
to lease aircraft

On and after November 10, 2005, notwithstand-
ing any other provision of law, the Secretary of
Agriculture may use appropriations available to
the Secretary for activities authorized under
sections 426-426c of this title, under this or any
other Act, to enter into cooperative agreements,
with a State, political subdivision, or agency
thereof, a public or private agency, organiza-
tion, or any other person, to lease aircraft if the
Secretary determines that the objectives of the
agreement will: (1) serve a mutual interest of
the parties to the agreement in carrying out the
programs administered by the Animal and Plant
Health Inspection Service, Wildlife Services; and
(2) all parties will contribute resources to the
accomplishment of these objectives; award of a
cooperative agreement authorized by the Sec-
retary may be made for an initial term not to
exceed 5 years.

§427. Agriculture research; declaration of policy;
duties of Secretary of Agriculture; use of ex-
isting facilities

It is declared to be the policy of the Congress
to promote the efficient production and utiliza-
tion of products of the soil as essential to the
health and welfare of our people and to promote
a sound and prosperous agriculture and rural life
as indispensable to the maintenance of maxi-
mum employment and national prosperity. It is
also the intent of Congress to assure agriculture
a position in research equal to that of industry
which will aid in maintaining an equitable bal-
ance between agriculture and other sections of
our economy. For the attainment of these objec-
tives, the Secretary of Agriculture is authorized
and directed to conduct and to stimulate re-
search into the laws and principles underlying
the basic problems of agriculture in its broadest
aspects, including but not limited to: Research
relating to the improvement of the quality of,
and the development of new and improved meth-
ods of the production, marketing, distribution,
processing, and utilization of plant and animal
commodities at all stages from the original pro-
ducer through to the ultimate consumer; re-
search into the problems of human nutrition and
the nutritive value of agricultural commodities,
with particular reference to their content of vi-
tamins, minerals, amino and fatty acids, and all
other constituents that may be found necessary
for the health of the consumer and to the gains
or losses in nutritive value that may take place
at any stage in their production, distribution,
processing, and preparation for use by the con-
sumer; research relating to the development of
present, new, and extended uses and markets for
agricultural commodities and byproducts as
food or in commerce, manufacture, or trade,
both at home and abroad, with particular ref-
erence to those foods and fibers for which our
capacity to produce exceeds or may exceed ex-
isting economic demand; research to encourage
the discovery, introduction, and breeding of new
and useful agricultural crops, plants, and ani-
mals, both foreign and native, particularly for
those crops and plants which may be adapted to
utilization in chemical and manufacturing in-
dustries; research relating to new and more
profitable uses for our resources of agricultural
manpower, soils, plants, animals, and equipment
than those to which they are now, or may here-
after be, devoted; research relating to the con-
servation, development, and use of land, forest,
and water resources for agricultural purposes;
research relating to the design, development,
and the more efficient and satisfactory use of
farm buildings, farm homes, farm machinery, in-
cluding the application of electricity and other
forms of power; research and development relat-
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ing to uses of solar energy with respect to farm
buildings, farm homes, and farm machinery (in-
cluding equipment used to dry and cure crops
and provide irrigation); applied research to de-
velop agricultural, forestry, and rural energy
conservation and biomass energy production and
use; research relating to the diversification of
farm enterprises, both as to the type of com-
modities produced, and as to the types of oper-
ations performed, on the individual farm; re-
search relating to any other laws and principles
that may contribute to the establishment and
maintenance of a permanent and effective agri-
cultural industry including such investigations
as have for their purpose the development and
improvement of the rural home and rural life,
and the maximum contribution by agriculture
to the welfare of the consumer and the mainte-
nance of maximum employment and national
prosperity; and such other researches or experi-
ments bearing on the agricultural industry or on
rural homes of the United States as may in each
case be deemd?! advisable, having due regard to
the varying conditions and needs of Puerto Rico,
the respective States, and Territories. In effec-
tuating the purposes of this section, maximum
use shall be made of existing research facilities
owned or controlled by the Federal Government
or by State agricultural experiment stations
and of the facilities of the Federal and State ex-
tension services. Research authorized under this
section shall be in addition to research provided
for under existing law (but both activities shall
be coordinated so far as practicable). For pur-
poses of sections 427 to 427] of this title, the
term ‘‘solar energy’’ means energy derived from
sources (other than fossil fuels) and technologies
included in the Federal Non-Nuclear? Energy
Research and Development Act of 1974, as
amended [42 U.S.C. 5901 et seq.].
